Noel Davis and Lieut. Stanton 
H. Wooster came to a tragic end 
today. 
While on a final test before 
hopping off on a non-stop flight 
from New York to Paris to win 
a $25,000 prize, Davis and Woos­ 
ter were killed w hen their plane 
crashed while making a forced 
landing in the water near here. 


Bodies Pulled Out of W reckage. 
The planer die “American Legion,” 
which they were to use in the lorg 
flight, was wrecked. 
1 
The crash occurred at 6:35 o’clock 
this morning, five minutes after the 
plane had taken off. 
The bodies of Davis and Wooster 
were pulled oat of the wreckage and 
sent to the Naval hospital at Norfolk 
Officers at Langley Field said th&t 
Davis and Wooster were in jubilant 
spirits when they took off this morn 
ing. Davis maneuvered to the far side 
of the field In order to have a long 
run before going Into the air. 
"he 
plane carried a full load, approximate 
ly the same weight that it would have 
carried on the Atlantic flight. 
There was no wind. The plane tax 
ied across the field and rose about 20 
feet over the water. After being out 
over the water a short distance, the 
plane turned to come back. Witnesses 
sensed that something had gone wrong 
and they kept their eye?* glued to the 
plane. 
Crushed to Death. 
Davis had almost made solid ground 
when the plane settled, lost altitude 
and dipped into the water. Extra fuel 
tanks which were carried overhead 
in the plane came loose and crashed 
down upon Davis and Wooster, crush­ 
ing them to death. 
A preliminary investigation reveal 
od that they were killed by the fall­ 
ing tanks of gasoline and were not 
drowned. 
The commandant at langley Field 
has ordered a board of inquiry to In­ 
vestigate the fatal accident. 
Eye-W itness’ Story. 
Major C. J. Brown, army air corps, 
an eye-witness, described the acci­ 
dent as follows: 
“The ’American Legion’ was taking 
off for a full-load test, and it took 
off on the long runway 
at Langley 
Field, to the north. They ran along the

The bodies of Davis and Wooster 
were pulled out of the wreckage and 
sent to the Naval hospital at Norfolk 
Officers at Langley Field said that 
Davis and Wooster were in jubilant 
spirits when they took off this morn 
ing. Davis maneuvered to the far side 
of the field In order to have a long 
run before going into the air. 
’’he 
plane carried a full load, approximate 
ly the same weight that it would have 
carried on the Atlantic flight. 
There was no wind. The plane tax­ 
ied across the field and rose about 20 
feet over the water. 
After being out 
over the water a short distance, the 
plane turned to come back. Witnesses 
sensed that something had gone w rong 
and they kept their eyes glued to the 
plane. 
Crushed to Death. 
Davis had almost made solid ground 
when the plane settled, lost altitude 
and dipped Into the water. Extra fuel 
tanks which were carried overhead 
in the plane came loose and crashed 
down upon Davis and Wooster, crush­ 
ing them to death. 
A preliminary investigation reveal 
od that they were killed by the fall­ 
ing tanks of gasoline and were not 
drowned. 
The commandant at Langley Field 
bas ordered a board of inquiry to in 
vestlgate the fatal accident. 
Eye-W itness’ Story. 
Major C. J. Brown, army air corps, 
an eye-witness, described the acci 
dent as follows: 
“The ‘American Legion’ was taking 
off for a full-load test, and it took 
off on the long runway 
at Langley

Difference in Confessions. 
Gray’s astounding confession differ­ 
ed In one essential point with Mrs. 
Snyder's confession winch was read 
to the jury yesterday. 
**rs. Snyder said she stood In the 
hall while the corset salesman club­ 
bed her sleeping husband with an 
iron sash weight. Gray, in his confes­ 
sion, said that when he got through 
hitting the man, she “belabored" him 
with the weight too. 
"She made several other attempts 
to kill her husband," Oray also reveal­ 
ed. "In two Instances she gave him 
sleeping powders or turned on the 
gas. 
I think she gave him bichloride 
of mercury when he was sick with 
hiccoughs.” 
Gray said for two weeks before the 
.murder, while the plan that succeed­ 
ed wvs concocted, he was “in a literal 
hell.”

Bodies Pubed Out of Wreckage. 
The plane, die “American Legion,” 
which they were to use in the lorg 
(light, was wrecked. 
- 
ii he crash oc curred at 6:35 o’clock 
thla morning, five minutes after the 
plane had taken off. 
The bodies of Davis and Wooster 
were pulled out of the wreckage and 
sent to the Naval hospital at Norfolk 
Officers at Langley Field said that 
Davis and Wooster were in Jubilant 
spirits when they took off this morn 
ing. Davis maneuvered to the far side 
of the field In order to have a long 
run before going into the air. 
’’he 
plane carried a full load, approximate­ 
ly the same weight that it would have 
carried on the Atlantic flight. 
There was no wind. The plane tax 
ied across the field and rose about 20 
feet over the water. 
After being out 
over the water a short distance, the 
plane turned to come back. Witnesses 
sensed that something had gone wrong 
and they kept their eye* glued to th'. 
plane. 
Crushed to Death. 
Davis had almost made solid ground 
when the plane settled, lost altitude 
and dipped Into the water. Extra fuel 
tanks which were carried overhead 
in the plane came loose and crashed 
down upon Davis and Wooster, crush­ 
ing them to death. 
A preliminary investigation reveal 
od that they were killed by the fall­ 
ing tanks of gasoline and were not 
drowned.

Eye-Witness’ Story. 
Major C. J. Brown, army air corps, 
an eye-witness, described the acci­ 
dent as follows: 
“The ‘American Legion’ was taking 
off for a full-load test, and it took 
off on the long runway

Costly Careless Mailing 
It cost the Philadelphia postoffice $20,0<)0 in 1920 to take 
care of carelessly or illegibly addressed mail. A force of 13 cleiks 
devote their entire time to such work. Other large cities probably 
have the same experience in only slightly varying degree. 
As a tribute to the resourcefulness and skill of those clerks 
it is boasted that only one in a million letters mailed is ultimately 
lost. 
One questions whether the letters so saved from the oblivion 
of tho dead letter office are worth anywhere near $30,000 multi­ 
plied by the number of large postoffice® doing such rescue work. 
Really important mail is likely to he carefully addressed. At least, 
we hope it is. 
It is almost awesome to contemplate the trustfulness and care- 
le«siK s of the mail-sending public. In spite of plainly given and 
oft-repeated instructions about addressing correctly and clearly, 
about putting return addresses on mail, and a1 out giving the local 
postoffice your own change of address when you move, a surpris­ 
ingly large section of the public goes right ahead ignoring all the 
rules and calmly trusting to Uncle Sam to make up for its de­ 
ficiencies. 
Perhaps if the various postoffives didn’t do such a good job 
retrieving otherwise lost mail, the public would wake up and as­ 
sume more of its own responsibility.
